Suddenly a flash of 
silver appears. A gunshot echoes 
throughout the building . 

Violence in the media affected 
society asa whole. Violent movies, 
music, and television programs in- 
fluence the actions of both adults 
and teenagers. "People in movies 
are role models; we follow their 
example," said junior Nanc 
Canoles. When the movie Boyz 
the Hood opened nationwide in 
1991, many incidents of violence 
were reported. Three teens were 
shot in a gang fight at a theater in 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama and in a 
Commack, New York theater lobby 
a teenager was shot by two attack- 
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ers. Junior Samantha Stephens said, 
"They're going to do what they see. 
[Violence] just makes everything 
worse." 

_ Society became accustomed to 
violent media because of its preva- 
lence. "People become desensitized 
to [violence]," said sociology teacher 
Keith Cook. Because the public was 
exposed to so much violence, "you're 
a horrified by it anymore," Cook 
said.

In the 
fall of 1995, gunshots rang outside 
Richmond's John F. Kennedy High 
School injuring four students This 
senseless act demonstrated the rapid 
increase of violence in our area.
